These 
involve telep hone calls to 
listeners who are required 
to give the correct answer 
to a question, clues to whi^h 
have been given on the p ro­ 
gram..

—Tighter controls on gift p arcels 
from the U. S. will p robably be 
set up next week in order to S 
keep such ship ments out of the 
black market.

In 19 28, after three y ears of 
looking over the city ’s activities, 
he described Akron as “the wick­ 
edest city this side of hell.” 
There are no accurate means of 
determining how much Billing­ 
ton has been able to do about 
changing Akron’s moral stand­ 
ards. 
There is about $2,000,000 
worth of evidence that Billing­ 
ton, now Dr. Billington, has been 
making considerable progress. 
A good share of the evidence is 
embodied in a recently -erected 
million-dollar 
Akron 
Baptist 
Temple which Dr. Billington’s 
press agent described as “truly 
one of the great miracles of 20th 
Century Christianity .” The Tem­ 
ple regularly is filled on Sunday 
with 5000 followers.

A self - sty led “Abe Lincoln J 
boy ” who preaches hellfire and 
brimstone, Dr. Billington com­ 
bines Billy Sunday fervor with 
sharp business acumen. 
He be­ 
longs to neither the Northern nor 
Southern Baptist Associations, be­ 
cause, he say s, he wants to spend 
his money as he sees fit. 
A violent foe of the Commun­ 
ity Chest operations, Dr. Billing­ 
ton unwittingly made himself the 
Akron chest’s biggest contributor 
in 19 48 when he asked* “all the 
Temple’s members and followers 
to give their money to the Tem­ 
ple instead of the Chest.”
